MILLIONAIRE 
IS DROWNED. 


Louis Jones and His Wife 
Fall Through Bridge. 


Santa Barbara Overwhelmed 
by Unexpected Flood. 


Total Estimated Loss Is 
Half-Million Dollars.

SANTA BARBARA, Jan. 26.—Louis 
Jones, a Wealthy retired banker, resi- 
Gent in the millionaire colony of 
Montecito, and his wife, were drowned 
in a flood sent down from the moun- 
tains yesterday by a cloudburst. 

Halt a dozen houses in the city were 


wreoked, and nearly every bridge Jn 
the county, including railroad bridges 
morth and south of the city, were 
washed away. Telephone wires were 


completely out of commission, and a 
Single telegraph wire, badly crippled, 
Was the city’s only means of commu- 

tion with the outside world this

JONES LOSES HIS WAY. 

Jones and his wife had been at the 
Santa Barbara Country Club and 
started to return in an automobile to- 
ward their home. Before they had 
gotten far down the Olive Mill road, 
which was washed out completely be- 
fere the night was over, they had to 
abandon their machine start to 
walk. In the darkness they lost their 
way. and apparently wandered around 
for some time before they fell into the 
torrent. Their bodies were found later

SAVED BY TREE. 

Loring Andrews, a well-known San- 
ta Barbara resident, encountered the 
Olive Mill road flood on the coast 
highway, and was washed downstream 
for neerly a quarter of a mile before 
he could save himself by grasping the 
branch of a tree. 

A rumor that several lives had been 
lost at the Santa Barbara Country 
Club started a rescue party in that 
direction. They discovered the rumor 
Was groundiess, but heard Andrews 
erying for help. They were unable 
to reach him, but threw him a rope 
and dragged him to firm ground. 

The worst damage in Santa Bar- 
bara itself was along the west bou- 
levard. It is nearly two miles long, 
and was completely washed out by 
the flood from Mission Creek. This 
Gamage will reach $50,000. 

CANYON BECOMES LAKE. 

Every creek running out of the 
mountains was flooded, as the result 
of a cloudburst which struck the en 
tire Santa Barbara range. Mission 
Canyon, fifteen miles long, became 1 
lake most of Sunday, and the creek 
flowed over its banks 1000 feet on 
each in the 


town. 

This is where the houses, all of 
which were modest dwellings, were 
washed away. Hot Springs Canyon, 
back of Montecito, also was experi- 
encing floods.

The Santa Ana River is expected to 


come up during the night. 
This is the rst severe test of the 
$180,000 river-protection channels. 


The inside dredged channel is full, but 
as yet the wider diked channel has 
not been called upon to carry water. 
With tie Santiago Creek's floor near- 
ly gone, the hope that the river will 
not break out is strengthened. It is 
thought that it will be ten or twelve 
hours before the flood from far up 
the Santa Ana fills the river here to 
the highest point. Men are patrolling 
the banke. 

Forty men are at work clearing 
debris from the partially-completed 
concrete bridge across the Santa Ana 
River at Talbert. The incompleted 
structure can hardly withstand a long- 
continued flood. The Los Angeles 
Bridge and Construction Company is 
the contractor. The Santa Fe bridge 
over the Santa Ana between Orange 
and Anaheim is in bad shape. 

Ranchers could ask for nothing bet- 
ter than the rains that have come. 
Bumper crops of sugar beets, Lima 
beans and grain are assured. 


SAN BERNARDINO 
ISOLATED BY FLOOD 


SAN BERNARDINO, Jan. 26.— 
{[Pxclusive Dispatch] This city hes 
been practically cut off from the out- 
side world so far as transportation 
facilities were concerned today as a 
result of the torrential rainfall of last 


night and this morning. 

Today's was the greatest rainfall for 
the single day since the local weather 
office figures have been kept, going 
back to 1871. The nearest approach 
was in 1884, when about 2% inches 
fell in one day. It its raining again 
tonight and, should it continue, fur- 
ther damage will be done to the rail- 
road and other property. Westbound 
Southern Pacific overlands are coming 
through here tonight over the Santa 
Fe line from Phoenix. An incident 
of the storm was a cloudburst, which 
occurred during the night in Water- 
man Canyon near the Dorman ranch, 
causing a wall of water twenty feet 
deep to rush down the canyon, taking 
out the Pacific Electric bridge near 
Arrowhead. It was this flood which 
caused much of the high+water condi- 
tions in the northeast portion of the 


city. 

The only railroad line operating be- 
tween this city and Los Angeles at 
any time today was on she Santa Fe, 
via Fullerton, and even that line was 
closed for a time. All overland trains 
west bound are held here and the 
passengers sent on to Los Angeles by 
a local train. Telegraph and tele- 
phone rvice was also practically 
paralyzed of the day, both locally 
and to other points. 

Not only were the steam lines out 
of business, but the Pacific Electric 
lines between this city and Colton and 
Riverside were washed out. Nu- 
merous highway culverts were out of 
commission, while streams in this 
vicinity are swollen and out of their 
banks. The northeast and eastern

IN FORTY YEARS. 


— — 
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CARPINTERIA, Jan. 26.—[{Exclu- 
sive Dispatch] Cloudbursts in the 
mountains late yesterday afternoon 
did great damage to Carpinteria Val- 
ley, changing the courses of all 
streams from the several canyons and 


obliterating landmarks. No esti- 
mate of the loss has been made, but 
it will be totaled in six figures. 

The storm was the worst in forty 
years. Rincon Creek, which until yes- 

was a smal! stream, assumed 
the proportions of a mighty river 
within a quarter of an hour, destroy- 
ing Stanley Park, one of the famous 
summer resorts, and doing great dam- 
age to Shepard's Inn property. 

Large trees were uprooted and 
were carried downstream, destroy- 
ing bridges and carrying tons of de- 
bris, including several buildings, to 
the sea. Residents along the stream 
fied to higher ground. Property in 
other canyons suffered great damage. 

In the Fithian Canyon, large boul- 
ders were hurled downstream like 
pebbles, changing the course of the 
smal! creek a quarter of a mile to the 
west, and cutting a swath through 
the land twenty feet in depth, doing 
great damage to property. 

The house of Peter Jiminez was 
carried downstream just as Mr. 
Jiminez and one of his children left 
the steps. The stream cut across 
large walnut orchards, uprooting 
trees and carrying them into the sea 
two miles away. 

The coast highway from Old Town 
to Serena is four feet underneath 
silt and is impassable. 

HOMELESS. 

A half-dozen families are without 
homes because of ‘the work of the 
streams, one of the houses destroyed 
being the old adobe belonging to 
William Hernandes. 

On the seashore here, debris, con- 
sisting of parts of great trees which 
were cut into slivers by the great 
boulders, and lumber, thousands of 
cords, is piled five feet in depth for 
a half-mile. 

Above Old Town, large boulders 
weighing several tons were hurled 
down the hill and deposited on val-. 
uable land. 

For several hours yesterday there 
was over four square miles of the Car- 
pinteria Valley lying under water. 
The greater part of the water 
flowed into th® sea today, leaving a 
heavy deposit of silt. 

The track of the Southern Pacific 
between here and Santa Barbara and 
to the south of Ventura is in a de- 
plorable condition. A half-dozen or 
more bridges are out while there are 
several places where the fill has been 
washed out, leaving the track sus- 
pended for forty feet or more over 
a chasm twenty feet in depth. The fill 
at Carpinteria Creek for a distance of 
seventy feet has been washed out by 
the stream which changed its course 
that far.

BIG SNOWSTORM 
IN BEAR VALLEY. 
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REDLANDS, Jan. 26.--({ Exclusive 
Dispatch! H. H. Garstin, president 
of the Bear Valley Mutual Water 
Company, received word today that 


a heavy snowstorm has been in 
progress tn Bear Valley, the snow 
being so heavy with moisture that it 
is rapidly changing to water. An 
equivalent of five and one- halt inches 
of rain fell last night, making the 
total precipitation up there since Fri- 
day eight inches. 

The Southern California Edison 
Company reports the rainfall for the 
storm at its power-houses in tho 
mountains as follows: Mill Creek, 
3.68 inches; Santa Ana Canyon, 4.98 
inches. 

The washing out of a section of 
flume in Santa Ana Canyon, neceasi- 
tating the shutting down of the 
Southern California Edison Com- 
pany’s power-house there, has been 
the most serious result of the storm 
in this vicinity. It is thought e- 
pairs will be finished soon. Some 
of the company’s poles in the canyon 
were washed out. . 

The ret train to arrive here since 
last night came in over the Santa "oe 
at 2 o'clock this afternoon, over the 
Fullerton route, bringing the morn- 
ing newspapers from Los Angeles.

Torres recently was dismissed sum- 
marily from the consular service, but 
upon protestations of his innocence, 
Secretary of St Mohena sent an of- 
ficial summons for him to come to the 
capital for hearing. 

Torres protests his innocence of the 
charge, and says he will go to Mexico 
City to face the accusations as soon as 
his successor arrives. He has been 
connected with the consular service 
more than ten years, serving as Con- 
sul at Baltimore, Md., and Morencl, 
Naco and Douglas, Ariz. 

Information was received here today 
that Gen. Carranza has issued a decree 
setting aside February 22 as a day of 
national mourning in Mexico for Fran- 
cisco I. Madero and Jose Pino Suarez, 
the martyred President and Vice-Pres- 
ident of the republic. 

Gen. Obregon expresses the belief, 
according to Francisco Elias, who has 
just returned from a conference in 
Hermosillo with the rebel general, 
that Guaymas will fall into the hands 
of the rebeis in a month or even less.

REBEL PLANS 
ARE UNDEFINED. 


Leaders Puzzled What to Do 
if They Take Torreon. 


Conditions Southward Are 
Much Against Them. 


To Fight in Foe’s Territory 
Harder Proposition. 


[SY A. P. NIGHT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

CHIHUAHUA (Mex.) Jan. 26.— 
What will be the immediate fortunes 
of Gen. Francisco Villa's army of 16,- 
000 or more rebels when they pass 
south of Torreon into the central 
States of Mexico received serious 
consideration today by the rebel lead- 
ers. That the rebels will take Tor- 
reon they have every confidencé, al- 
though Gen. Refugio Velasco, the 


Federal commander at that point, 
is believed to be acting on orders 
from Mexico City to check the revo- 
lution there if possible. But what 
will happen after the defeat of the 
Torreon Federal garrison, should 
they be defeated, is not so clearly 
defined in the mind of Gen. Villa. 
Heretofore the activities of Gen. 
Villa’s army have been confihed chiefly 
to the border States, which were re- 
garded as rebel territory, and the 
rebel victories have been achieved 
against Federal garrisons which were 
cut off from communication and 
supplies of cattle also were at the 
service of the rebels in the north. 
Southward the conditions are 
somewhat changed. Important cities 
such as Zacatecas, Aguas Calientes 
and San Luis Potosi have Federal 
garrisons which are supplied both 
with rations and ammunition direct 
from Mexico City. Moreover, com 
munication and railroad facilities for 
the shifting of the Federal troops 
are available. The Federal strong- 
holds thus are more closely knit and 
ean reinforce each other more read 
ily than they could in the north. 
Another consideration before Gen. 
Villa concerns the possible attitude of 
the people in the central States to- 
ward an invading rebel army. In the 
north Gen. Villa has had little dif- 
ficulty in rallying the non-combatants 
to his side. In the central States 
and cities, where the Federals have 
dominated and where the rebels will 
have to find sources of food, the at- 
titude of the non-combatants remains 
to be shown. South of Torreon are 
great deserts to which water will have 
to be carried in some instances for 
a hundred miles. These are also de- 
void of cattle, so that the rebels will 
have to depend for relief upon such 
towns as they leave in the rear. 
The railroad systems and the 
natural routes, which the rebels 
would have to follow in an invasion 
of the central and southern States, 
form a triangle. Torreon, 525 miles 
south of the United States border, 
with a pulation of 25,000, forms 
the northwest angle of the triangle. 
Saltillo and Monterey are on the 
northeast angle, while the two routes 
southward running through impor- 
tant cities converge at Mexico City. 
Two rebel armies thus might start, 
one each from Torreon and Saltillo 
and while marching southward be sep- 
arated by about 200 miles until they 
reach the vicinity of Mexico City.

ASK FOR TIME.

Also File Motion to Quash 
the Indictments. 


Federal Attorneys Say Plea 
Is of Small Moment. 


Hearing of Argument Set for 
This Afternoon.

HOUGHTON (Mich.) Jan. 26.—The 
Western Federation of Miners began 
its fight in the courts today in behalf 
of its president, Charles H. Moyer, and 
its thirty odd officials and members 
who are under indictment here on the 
charge of conspiring to interfere with 
jnon-union employees of the Michigan 
mines. 
Wen the strike cases were called 
un the Houghton county Circuit Court, 


counsel] for the Federation asked for 


‘time within which to make special 
pleas and at the same time filed a 
motion to quash the indictments on 
the ground the special grand jury had 
deen Illegally summoned and that its 
‘deliberations had not been conducted 
n secret. 

Judge O’Brien announced that he 
would set tomorrow afternoon for 
hearing arguments on the motion. 
Angus W. Kerr, E. F. Legendre and 
E. A. McNally will appear gs attor- 
neys for the union and Prosecuting 
Attorney Anthony Lucas and Special 
Prosecutor George E. Nichols will 
represent the State. 

The Federal lawyers are expected to 
renew their demands fur a copy of 
the testimony before the grand jury 
made today. Kerr said that an at- 
tack also would be made on the form 
of the indictments. After this pre- 
liminary skirmish, the next move of 
the union forces probably will be an 
application for the change of venue in 
all the important strike cases pend- 
ing before the court. 

“Moyer, Mahoney and other off-cials 
will be here when they are needed,” 
Kerr said. “The strikers who were 
indicted jointly with them with one 
exception appeared today and were 
released under the same bond to re- 
turn to court next Monday. The ex- 
ception was Sidney Pault, a striker, 
who has renounced his membership 
in the Federation and has returned 
to work in the mines. He entered a 
plea of not guilty and furnished other 
bonds.” 

Special Prosecutor Nichols said to- 
night that he did not take the motion 
ta quash seriously. He ssid the law 
provided that the Attorney-General 
of the State could go before the grand 
jury while it was in session. Gov. 
Ferris appeared before the jury only 
during a recess, he added. 

“The law does not specifically state 
that any one should be excluded while 
testimony is being taken,” Nichols as- 
serted. “Absolute secrecy is required 
only while the jury is deliberating on 
the evidence.” 

The strikers were given jail sen- 
tences today for carrying concealed 
weapons and at the same time judge 
O’Brien served notice that any one 
convicted in his court on that charge 
would be dealt with in a similar man- 
ner. 

Eleven women relatives of strikers 


and pleaded guilty. Three had been 
convicted in a Justice's Court on the 
charge of using indecent language. 
Three were with intimida 
tion. All were released under sus- 
pended sentence. George Males, who 
was convicted of assault u a union 
man at the September court, was 
sentenced to twenty days in jall. He 
has been im jail forty-six days. 

Mike Knez, a striker, was arrested 
today under an indictment for per- 
jury. The offense is alleged to have 
been committed at the fnquest into 
the murder of James Pollack, a dep- 
uty sheriff, at which time he repu- 
diated a confession he is said to he ve 
given to Prosecutor Lucus. The spe- 
cial grand jury did not meet today, but 
will resume its sessions on Wednes- 


day.

BUT IT DIDN'T HAPPEN. 


Still Servia and Roumania Are Said 
to Have Negotiated to Divide 
Austria-Hungary. 

(BY CABLE AND A. P. TO THE TIMES) 

PARIS, Jan. 26.—<A coalition be- 
tween Servia and Roumania, to 
break up the Austro-Hungarian em- 
pire in the event of its intervention 
in favor of Bulgaria during the re- 
cent Balkan war, was made by a se- 
cret treaty signed on June 10, 1913, 
according to La Petite Republique to- 
day. 
The newspaper says the arrange- 
ment was known to both Germany 
and Russia and they were to have 
shared in the spoils. The substance 
of the alleged treaty is printed today, 
showing that Germany was to be re- 
warded with Bohemia and the whole 
of German-speaking Austria, Russia 
was to obtain Galicia, Servia was to 
take Bosnia, Herzegovina and Dalma- 
tla, while Roumania was to receive 
Transylvania and all of Hungary east 
of the River Tisza, thus doubling the 
size of her territory.

THREE KILL 


Swept Away. 


ED, THREE HURT 
BY AVALANCHE IN UTAH. 


TORRS (Utah) Jan. 26-—With a 
G roar that could be heard for 
miles, an avalance, sweeping down 
the mountainside here today, instant- 
ly enuffed out three lives and seri- 
ously injuted three other persone.

ASHINGTON, Jan. 26.—Radium 
as a cure for cancer ig in an 
experimental stage and its use 
in the treatment of internal cancer 
results fatally in a large percentage 
of cases, according to the testimony 
today before the House Mines Com- 
mittee of Dr. William H. Campbell, 
director of the radium clinic of 
Pennsylvania. Dr. Campbell told the 
committee that so far as the deeper 
eancers are concerned, “we cannot 
tell today what the outcome of the 
radium treatment will be.”

WITH INTEREST. 


Registrar Won't Stand for 
Norton’s Insinuations. 


McAleer’s Retort Squelches 
Mouthing Henchmen. 


Futile Earl Efforts to Spy 
and Hamper Work. 


Enraged because County Registrar 
McAleer discovered thousands of 
forgeries in the first Earl-Eddie- 
Evans salary ordinance refcrendum 
petitions which resulted in fifteen 
grand jury indictments against the 
saintly heelers, Sypervisor Norten 
yesterday afternoon, per orders from 
his bosses, made a show of himself 
and was backed into a corner by Mc- 
Aleer when he asked that an Earl 
henchmen be paid a big salary to 
watch McAleer’s deputies check the 
present referendum petitions. 

After McAleer had verbally jabbed 
the wind out of the cantakerous Karl 
Supervisor when he questioned his in-

Norton, who is very much of a 
bulldozer and stubborn as an old Mis- 
souri mule, certainly ran into a snag 
when he insinuated that McAleer did 
not do his duty when he discuvered 
about 7000 forgeries in the first ref- 
erendum against the salary ordinance.

TO “FREEDOM.” 


Favored Weapon of the Reds 
Mentioned in Trial. 


Constable. Identifies Two 
I. N. N., at Riots. 


Warrants for Their Arrest 
May Be Issued. 


Bombs as familiar and favored 
weapons of the I. W. W. malcontents 
were mentioned at the trial of the 
Christmas Day Plaza rioters yester- 
day in the Police Court. 

Two men were picked out in the 
squad of spectators as authors of 
the statement on that day of blood- 
shed—"Let’s get a bomb and blow 
the 70

asked the other. 

“Down at the hall, of course,” the 
first retorted. They were feferring 
to the LW.W. Hall. 

The men who spoke so loyally and 
casually of bombs gave their names 
as W. Tige and E. Brusili. They would 
not admit having made the remarks. 
They could not recall what they had 
said. But they didn't believe they 
had said that. 

They were heard, identified ani 
directly quoted by Deputy Constable 
Benjamin. He was standing at their 
elbow during the long Christmas Day 
orations, and later, for a time, during 
— most frenzied period of the riot - 
ng. 

HEARD WHAT THEY SAID.

FRANCE WARS 
ON THE GYPSIES. 


Decrees the Expulsion of All 
Foreign Born. 


Those of French Birth to 
Have Registration. 


The Nomadic People Have 
Few Real Friends. 


[Washington Post:] France, who 
prides herself on being the most 
democratic of all republics, and to 
have carried the principles of govern- 
ment of the people, by the people, 
further than any other nation on the 
face of the globe, has declared war on 
the gypsies. From henceforth her 
territories’ will be rigorously barred 
to all Tsiganes, who are unable to 
furnish the necessary documentary 
and legal evidence that they are of 
French birth. They will not even be 
permitted to pass through France in 
transit from one foreign country to 
another. 

Orders to this effect have just been 
dispatched by the Minister of the In- 
terior at Paris to all the prefects or 
provincial governors upon a new law 
recently enacted. This law requires ev- 
ery French-born gypay to havea card 
of identity, giving an accurate descrip- 
tion of the owner, especially of the 
physical pecularities, including a 
ph h and finger-print. More 
over, all heads of families, chiefs of 
bands, and of tribes, must be pro- 
vided with a complete description of 
the persons and vehicles composing 
their caravans. If the gypsies can- 
not produce these documents, on the 
demand of any agent of the law, they 
will be subjected to immediate ex- 
pulsion from French territory, as un- 
desirable aliens. 

TERRORIZED BY NOMAD BANDS. 
If the French government has been 
compelled to resort to drastic legisla- 
tion of this character, it is because 
the gypsies have become an intoler- 
able nuisance in the rural districts. 
Some of the more thinly populated re- 
gions in the south have been literally 
terrorized by bands too strong to be 
dealt with by the local police. They 
have been mostly of foreign origin, 
hailing principally from Galicia, 
Transsylivania and Croatia, in the east, 
and from Spain, in the southwest. 
The dual empire and the dominions 
of King Alfonso XIII are indeed the 
only two remaining countries of con- 
tinental Europe where their presence 
is to any degree tolerated. They have 
been barred from Italy ever since the 
last visitation there of cholera, which 
they were accused of spreading. Hol- 
land and Belgium, as well as the 
three Scandinavian kingdoms, are 
equally down on them. In Russia, 
their existence is rendered difficult by 
the persecution of the police, although 
Tsigane music and dancing are in 
great demand in the gay world of St. 


Petersburg. Moscow, Warsaw and 
Odessa. 
KAISER ALSO OBJECTS. 


But it is in Germany that the war 
upon them has become more relent- 
less than anywhere else in the world. 
The authorities there have always 
been severe in their treatment of these 
nomads. But for some time past, at 
the instance of the Kaiser, an or- 
ganized campaign is being carried on 
against these wandering tribes, with 
the avowed object of driving them out 
of the country. The magistrates and 
the police, both urban and rural, 
rave réceived explicit directions with 
regard to the gypsies, and particular 
care is taken to prevent them from 
traveling about in bands and caravans. 

The Kaiser's attitude in this matter, 
and the action of his government, 
which has been followed by all the 
other sovereign states of the empire, 
meet with general approval in Ger- 
many, and are decidedly popular, for 
the bands of gypsies, besides being a 
pronounced nuisance, exercise a de- 
moralizing influence, subversive of law 
and order, and in some respects con- 
stitute a positive danger. Thus they 
are credited with the stealing and 
kidnaping of young children, a num- 
ber of cases of which used to take 
place in Germany each year, until the 
Kaiser took a hand in the matter. 
Moreover the military authorities 
claim that the Tsiganes are adepts 
in certain branches of espionage, and 
that much important information, es- 
pecially with regard to the dispost- 
tion of the country, and of the de- 
fenses of the frontier provinces, has in 
this way come into the possession of 
foreign governments. 

GUILTY OF MINOR OFFENSES. 

Petty larceny, poaching, trespassing, 
the setting fire to forest and meadow 
lands, and damage to crops, are 
among the minor offenses laid at the 
door of the gypsies; added to which 
their complete disregard of the rules 
of sanitation, cleanliness and morality 
renders them, particularly in times of 
epidemic, a peril to the communities 
upon which they thrust their unwel- 
come presence. Moreover, their eva- 
sion of the laws of compulsory edu- 
cation, of health, such as vaccination, 
etc., of obligatory military service, 
when born in Germany, and the con- 
tempt which they prefers, not on'y for 
Christianity, but also for all other civ- 
flized forms of religion, are not pre- 
cisely calculated_to edify the young, 
or to encourage thei@elders to strict 
obedience to the dulf-constituted au- 
thorities. 

Thanks to these measures, the 
gypsy plague has almost disappeared 
from Germany. Foreign-born gypsies 
are not permitted to set feot on Teu- 
ton soil, while those born in Germany 
are not allowed to band together, and 
are subjected to continual harassment 
by the police and by the authorities, 
until they are compelied to abandon 
their nomadic habits, and to settle 
down somewhere. becoming merged 
in the bulk of the population. Rut 
they find this difficult, and as a rule 
prefer expatriation. 

FAVORED BY PARLIAMENT. 

In Great Britain gypsies are nowa- 
days treated with a greater amount of 
indulgence than anywhere on the con- 
finent. and a couple of years or #0 
ago parliamentary committee ap- 
pointed to consider their case turned 
a deaf ear to the demands that they 
should be driven either to emigrate 
to forelan parts or else to settle down 
in the various towns and cities. The 


committee, indeed, far from condemn- 
ing their nomadic habits, saw fit to 
encourage them by recommending 
that the various county councils 
should set aside im the rural districts, 
subject to their authority, suitable 


eamping grounds for the use of the 
Romany caravans. Moreover, the 
committee gave a8 an expression of its 


opinion that the gypsies were on the

whole healthier, less vicious, or crim- 
Inal, and, above all, cleaner than the 
average population of the various city 
slums, which speaks volumes for the 
terrible condition of the latter. 

Among others who have cham- 
Piloned their cause in Great Britain 
Was the late Marquis of Tweeddale, 
whe died about eighteen months ago. 
His knowledge of their lore was of the 
most extensive character. Some say 
it was acquired in India, where he 
spent a considerable portion of his 
life as a member of the Indian civil 
service. Be this as it may, he per- 
mitted the principal tribes in the 
United Kingdom to make their head- 
quarters on his Yester estate in Had- 
dingtonshire, and it was there that 
they held their periodical meetings 
under his protection. He never had 
any occasion to regret his kindness 
toward them. For, although he falled 
quite as signally as Archduke Joseph 
of Austria-Hungary to cure them of 
their nomadic habits, yet everything 
that he owned was sacred in their 
sight, and no matter how much they 
may have thieved from his neighbors, 
his property was always left un- 
harmed and untouched. He used to 
by the name of “the gypsy 

. 

BEYOND THE PALE OF THE LAW. 

Their history in the United King- 
dom is a curious one. When they 
first migrated thither from the conti- 
nent, in the fifteenth century, they 
were well received. Great nobiles, 
like the Duke of Suffolk, entertained 
them at their castles. In Scotland, in, 
1505, James IV welcomed.at his court 
Ansonius Gaginus, king of the gypsies, 
and whom he addressed as “Ear! of 
Little Egypt,” furnishing him with a 
warm letter of introduction to the 
King of Denmark; while his siccessor, 
James V. in a document still in ex- 
istence, recognized the right of “Our 
Louit (beloved) Johnne Faw, Lord 
and Erle of Litill Egypt,” to exercise 
an almost regal jurisdiction over his 
followers “in conformity with the 
laws of Egypt.” But before fifty 
years had passed, the gypsies had 
rendered themselves to such an ex- 
tent a nuisance and a plague that 
in 1611 we hear of four of them being 
hanged at Edinburgh for no other 
offense than that of “abyding within 
the kingdome,” while under an Ens 
lish statute, which was repealed only 
a little over 100 years ago, it became 
a felony, “without benefit of clergy,” 
to be merely seen for a month in the 
fellowship of gypsies. 

In Austria they were put to death 
wherever found, in the sixteenth and 
seventeenth centuries, owing to the 
belief that they carried on esplonage 
on behalf of the Turks, who in those 
times were the scourge of Eastern 
Europe, occasionally extending their 
devastating raids to the very gates of 
Vienna. In the same way in Spain 
they were looked upon as aiding the 
Moors, while in all Christian countries, 
Catholic as well as Protestant, they 
were regarded with horror, by al 
reputable citizens, ag guilty of witch- 
craft. King James I of England en- 
deavored to get rid of the women of 
the tribes by ordering that they 
should be drowned wherever found, 
and as late as in 1748 Frederick the 
Great promulgated a law decreeing 
that every gypsy over the age of 18, 
found in his dominions, should at 
once be consigned to the gallows, 
without any further formality or 


rial. 
JOSEPH II THEIR LEND. 

It was Emperor Joseph II who first 
sought to diminish the severity of the 
laws against.the Tsiganes, under the 
impression that more might be ac- 
complished by kindness than by rigor, 
in curing them of their peculiar hab- 
its, and merging them into the popu- 
lation of his dominions. But— he 
failed to accomplish anything in this 
connection. In fact, he earned for 
himself a good deal of unporfularity 
by championing their cause, since the 
majority of his subjecta, like their de- 
scendants today, entertain the same 
views toward the gypsies as those ex- 
pressed by a well-known American 
general, of much experience and fame 
in dealing with the redskin tribes of 
the western hemisphere, to the effect 
that “There is no good Indian but 
a dead Indian.” ‘The fact of the mat- 
ter is that the Tsiganes are irreclaim- 
able and irredeemable. 

This was conclusively shown by the 
best friend they ever had, namely, the 
late Archduke Joseph of Austria, 
whom I have just referred to above. 
At an early age he was attracted to 
them by their fascinating music, and 
it was this that led him to interest 
himself in their welfare, and to de- 
vote himself to the study of the 
characteristics, the history and the 
origin of these mysterious pariahs. He 


obtained for them kindlier treatment 
on the pert of the Austrian and Hun- 
garian authorities, and spent large 


sums of money in endeavoring to turn 
them from their wandering habits, 
and to induce them to settle down, in 
order to devote their lives and en- 
ergy to the practice of the wonderful 
art of working in metal, which they 
possess to so marked a degree. 

BUILT VILLAGES FOR TSIGANES. 


He bullt a number of villages for 
them in the districts around Press- 
burg, and organized gypsy settlements. 
But all without avail. The Tsiganes, 
true to the instincts inherited from 
generations, ebandoned the 
comfortable cottages, the blossoming 
gardens, and the fields with which 
they had been provided by their im- 
perial benefactor, refused to till the 
soll or to engage seriously in metal 
industry, but, reverting to their hab- 
its of poaching and thieving of every 
description, rendered themselves 80 
intolerable to the authorities and to 
the people around Pressburg that the 
archduke was reluctantly obliged to 
abandon the scheme, and to make 
other disposition of the villages which 
he had built for his proteges, and to 
consent to the dispersal of the latter 
by the police. Today they are al- 
lowed to circulate. But they are sub- 
jected to the strictest sort of police 
supervision, and a special register is 
kept by the government for the trac- 
ing of the movements of the vagrant 
tribes. 


WIRELESS WORRIES BIRDS. 

The Waves in the Air Interfere 

With Their Sense of Direction and 

They Lose Their Way Home. 

[Aus vers] Since our coast began 
to be studded with Marconi stations, it 
has been noticed that the birds do not 
seem very happy about it. In the 
nelahborhood of a wireless station 
birds seem to be vaguely disturbed 
and uneasy, gulls being the chief suf- 
ferers. 

And when the line of a pigeon race 
lies over or near a wireless station it 
has been noticed that an unusual 
number of birds fail to find their way 
home. The wireless waves in the air 
seem to interfere with the sense of 
direction. 

The cause has not been definitely 


“ settied, but there ie no doubt that 


birds and animals both are far more 
gensitive to mysterious vibrations of 
the air than human beings are. Horses 
and monkeys in earthquake lands 
tremble with fear hours before an 
earthquake arrives. 

It has been suggested that animals 
and birds have a sixth, or “electric,” 
sense, and are in touch with the 
ether. that meetterious fiuld which 
scientists declare to pervade every- 
thing in the univers@ both on earth 
and in ir. It is by waves in the 
ether that wireless travels. 

So when the wireless waves start 
interfering with the ordinary waves 
of the ether, such as those along which 
light travels, the birds lose thelf m- 
tle heads and forget thelr way.

IRRIGATION FOR VALLEY. 


A short distance above Fairbanks 
the El Paso and Southwestern Rail- 
road passes through a gorge from 
which it is to be removed if plans now 
under way are completed. They call 
for the damming of the gorge and 
for the creation of a great reservoir 
wherein shall be stored the flood wa- 
ters of the San Pedro River. The 
necessary dam would be only a couple 
of hundred feet wide at the top of its 
120 feet of height.

ATURE DEFIED 
BY ENGINEERS. 


MANY PREDICTIONS BY EXPERTS 
HAVE BEEN FALSIFIED. 


Cut, but Now Believed at an End. 


[London Times:] To engineers and 
laymen alike the word “canal” :sug- 
gests but very imperfectly the charac- 
ter of the future great maritime high- 
way. Only for distances of about 
seven and eight miles from the three- 
fathom line at each terminal can the 
new interoceanic route be regarded as 
a canal in the ordinarily accepted 
sense of the term. Elsewhere its re- 
maining length of thirty-five miles 
merits distinction as an aqueduct, or 
bridge of water, of huge proportions. 
Between the lowest of the flight of 
three twin locks at Gatun and the two 
pairs of similar lifts grouped at Mira- 
flores there will be provided for the 

e of vessels across the isthmus 
a channel of which the normal sur- 
face will be eighty feet above mean 
sea level, and which will vary in width 
at the bottom from 300 feet to 1000 
feet. To bring this channel into be- 
ing and to secure its level it has been 
necessary to cut a passage through the 
“continental divide” overlooking the 
Pacific, and to erect a new mountain 
ridge adjacent to the northern, or At- 
lantic, end. Of these works the first 
is the famous Culebra cut, while the 
second, largely composed of earth and 
rock excavated from the latter and 
transported about thirty miles, is the 
once-much-discussed Gatun dam. By 
means of the last- mentioned, placed 
across the lower end of what was 
formerly the Chagres VAlley, there 
has been created a lake with an area 
of 164 square miles and a depth vary- 
ing from forty-five feet to eighty-seven 
feet, fed by the waters of the Upper 
Chagres and other rivers comprising 
a watershed of 1320 square miles. 
This lake, of which the water in the 
Culebra cut will be an arm, or exten- 
sion, provides the summit level of the 
so-called canal. To serve as steps by 
which ships may reach and descend 
from this bridge of water there have 
been completed monolithic structures 
of strength and dimensions vying 
with the Pyramids of Egypt, furnished 
with gates and safety devices without 
parallel in works of tbeir kind, and 
concealing in their wells a vast as- 
sembly of machinery and electrical ap- 
paratus, every item of which has been 
designed specially to serve its particu- 


lar purpose. 
Not less deceptive than the word 
“canal” and the expression “big 


ditch,” as applied to the Panama en- 
terprise, is the description of the lat 
ter as the greatest triumph ever 
achieved by engineering genius over 
natural forces and obstacles. More 
true and better desefved would be the 
encomium that the designers and 
builders of the Panama Canal have 
done their best to avoid unavailing 
conflict with the overwhelming power 
of nature, recognizing that, though 
she can never be defied with impuni- 
ty, she may be often conciliated and 
utilized to the great advantage of man- 
kind. To neglect of these truths and 
of sericus consideration of the great- 
er difficulties which they had to face 
may be attributed in large measure 
the failure of Ferdinand de Leaseps 
and his coadſuto Much wiser were 
the second French company and the 
International Technical Committee 
which it summoned to its councils in 
1896-8. To the last-mentioned body 
belongs the credit of having devised 
efficient and comprehensive schemes 
not only for the great cutting through 
the Cordilleras, but also for the con- 
trol and, indeed, utilization of the in- 
constant Chagres—the latter present- 
ing a vital problem which required 
complete solution before any attempt 
was made to pierce, ‘for the purpose 
of a ship canal, this portion of the 
isthmus. It is no disparagement to 
the brilliant manner in which the of- 
ficers of the Corps of Engineers of the 
United States army have accomplished 
the work committed to their charge to 
remember that, so far at least as basic 
principles are concerned, the design of 
the Panama Canal, as we know it to- 
day, is identical with that recom- 
mended sixteen years ago. 

As suggested above, recent work in 
the Panama Canal Zone has been 
largely constructive, and modelled 
often upon that of Nature herself. 
The main difference has been that 
where Nature would have demanded 
for the execution of the tasks either 
„ violent convulston or countless ages, 
man has achieved the same eds with 
patient labor and in a comparatively 
few months Within a brief period 
there will be visible but few evidences 
that the Culebra Cut was not, like the 
greater part of Gatun Lake, por- 
tion of a river basin: the Gatun Dam 
may be mistaken already for the slop- 
ing bank of a pond or river and an 
integral part of the natural ridges 
which le on either side: while the 
future traveler, unfamiliar with the 
plan of the canal in its entirety, may 
be well excused if he suggests that the 
builders of the ocean highway were 
extremely fortunate in having at their 
command a stretch of water so valu- 
able to its purpose. 

BREAKS AND SLIDES. 


It is a curious circumstance that. 
whereas all the fears which have been 
expressed by experts in respect to the 
stability of the constructive works of 
the canal promise to be falsified, even 


lterway at sealevel as opposed to one 
with high levels and locks united in 
minimizing possible dangers of cav- 
ings-in. Yet such occurrences in the 
Culebra Cut have been frequent and 
the cause of much trouble since the 
early days of the De Lesseps regime. 
A careful study of the geological struc- 
ture of the central division was made 
in 1898 by two eminent French engi- 
neers and geologists, and their con- 
clusion was that there were no caving 
belts to be apprehended except per- 
haps the clays of the upper part, 
which had been already almost entire- 
ly removed. Not a few American au- 
thorities, besing their opinion upon ac- 
tual observation extending over many 
years, declared that all that was re- 
quired to remedy the evil was to ex- 
cavate or drain the clay; and even the 
International Board of Consulting En- 
gineers, after what purported to be 4 
thorough study of the question by «& 
special committee, agreed that the 
probable total amount of excavation 
rendered necessary slides and 
breaks in the banks of the canal prism 
would not exceed 500,000 cubic yards. 

As a matter of fact, no part of the 
canal work has more completely con- 
founded expert anticipations and 
preliminary estimates than these cav- 
ings-in, for the material already re- 
moved from the cut or awaiting 
dredging is double the amount ortg- 
inally estimated for a canal of the 
lock type and 22,000,000 cubic yards 
greater than the revised estimate of 
1908. Some of this increase is due to 
the extension of the bottom width of 
the canal in this section from 200 
feet to 300 feet, but e main cause 
ie breaks and slides. Of these thero 
are two classes—gravity slides, where 
there has been a top layer of porous 
material resting upon a sloping sur 
face of rock or slippery clay, and 
those described by geologists as struc- 
tural breaks or deformation slides, the 
results of unstable rock formation, 
the steepness and height of slopes, or 
the effects of blasting. As the exca- 
vation has advanced and lateral sup- 
port has been removed, the underly- 
ing rock of poor quality has been 
crushed by the enormous weight 
above it and forced in large quantities 
into the canal prism, causing a shear- 
ing and settling of the sides and a 
considerable “humping” of the bot- 
tom. Now, however, there appears to 
be good reason for the confidence e<- 
pressed both in the isthmus and at 
Washin n that the cut will be whol- 
ly clear within a few months, and 
that in the meanwhile the slides will 
have reached the angle of repose and, 
consequently, thereafter give no fur- 
ther trouble. Should these anticipa- 
tions be realized—so well forward are 
the constructive works and the in- 
statiation of all the machinery essen- 
tial to the speration of the canal 
there is every likelihood that the lat- 
ter will be completed and in fit con- 
dition for trial navigation within ‘en 
years of its transfer to the United 


States.

That e te is much greater than eith- 
er the Gi rd or Garrett fortune, but 
all are dig and each involved a pe- 
cullanpfeature. 

Webster built his argument chiefly 
around the fact that Girard had stip- 
ulated that no minister of any kind 
should ever enter the college he meant 
to found. The great orator contended 
that such a thing was contrary to the 
public well-being, but Horace Binney 
and his associates beat the Massachu- 
setts Senator at the celebrated trial. 

In the Weightman case a daughter 
got the entire $50,000,000 or more, 
while the children of her dead broth- 
er received nothing. 

The Garrett case is peculiar de- 
cause it has rarely happened in 
America, or anywhere else, that an 
individual in no way related to the 
testator should inherit such a tidy 
sum as $10,000,000 when only small 
amounts were given to relatives and 
charity. 


Eat Greens for Hood. 


Government Specialist Says a Great 
Waste Occurs in Products of Gar- 
den and Orchard. 

{New York Press Substitution 
of fruit, vegetables and “greens” for 
“patent medicine laxatives” is urged 
on the people of the United States 
in a report made by a specialist in the 
plant industry bureau of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture. 

In the “balanced ration of many 
Americans” this spectalist gives “pat- 
ent medicine laxatives” a place of 
prominence. In a menu more in 


cine is omitted and fruit, vegetables 
and “greens” are recommended. 

In fact, this specialist recommends 
that every family provide a diet of 
fruit and vegetables for every day in 
the year. 

More home canning, done at the 
proper season, would enable the aver- 
age family always to have a proper 
quantity of canned products, he 
says, and would save an astonishing 
amount of food that goes to waste 
every year. 

It is estimated more than 50 per 
cent. of all the vegetables, greens, 
fruit and berries that grow in this 
country go to Waste and are actually 
lost to those who need them. This is 
simply because housewives have not 
learned to care for these surplus prod- 
ucts efficiently and to make them 
available for the winter months by 
canning. 

That home canning may reduce the 
cost of living is not generally appre- 
ciated. Even those who are acctis- 
tomed to use a supply of canned goods 
in the winter, do not realize that they 
sometimes pay transportation on goods 
from distant parts of the country when 
there is a surplus of the same prod- 
uct in their own vicinity In the sum 
mer months, which might have been 
saved by home canning.

Unsatisfactory Conditions in 
England.

[New York Commercial:] Nothing 
is likely to come of the agitation in 
favor of the Federal government tak- 
ing over the telephone and telegraph 
lines of this country for a long time, 
but a bill has been introduced into 
Congress with that object in view and 
the question will undoubtedly become 
a subject for Congressional investiga- 
tion in the usual way. Those who 
favor Federal control of the telegraph 
and telephone service as far as inter- 
state business is concerned also ad- 
vocate municipal or State control of 
the local lines, and they base their 
arguments in favor of the change on 
the success which has attended the 
administration of the postoffice by the 
government of this and all other civ- 
ilized countries. The experiment bas 
been carried to its fullest extent in 
Engiand and valuable lessons are to 
be learned from the results that have 
attended the comparatively recent as- 
sumption of control of the telephone 
systems by the imperial government. 

The efficiency of the telephone serv- 
ice depends largely on the anticipa- 
tion of increased demands upon it by 
intelligent foresight leading to the 
construction of cable conduits and the 
stringing of surplus wires al well as 
the fitting of the exchanges with 
switchboards and other «a 
capable of handling considerable addi- 
tions to the normal business. When 
a telephone system is so constructed 
that all its available wires and cther 
apparatus are in use, the cost and 
trouble of making even small addi- 


tions to the service are very great 


and this too often leads to a general 
upsetting of the existing service while 
the changes are being made. In this 
country the telephone companies en- 
perienced this difficulty in their early 
history and have succeeded in over- 
coming it by anticipating all prob- 
able needs when equipping a system.

Florence Crittenton Home 
Loses Its Site. 


Loma Drive Objectors Take 
Lot at Same Price. 


Refuge Is “Approved,” but 
Nobody Wants It. 


The Florence Crittenton Home will 
not be built on the site on Loma drive, 
near the Mary Andrews Clark Mem- 
orial Home, which was purchased by 
the former for that purpose. Res- 
dents of the vicinity who objected to 
having tho institution located there 
bought the lot from under them yes- 
terday for $11,500, the same price 
paid for it by the Crittenton Home 
board. 

The title to the building site rested 
n the name of O. T. Johnson, who, 
with Mrs. Johnson, gave $60,000 to 
build the proposed new home. He an- 
nounced late yesterday afternoon 
that he had received the purchase 
price for the lot and that the transfer 
to the new owners had been made. 
Dr. W. G. Cochran, who lives near 
the site, took the lead in raising the 
purchase price among the neighbors. 
His son, Dr. Guy Cochran, lives in 
the same vicinity and took the same 
view as his father. 

“T believe in the work of the 
Florence Crittenton Home and am a 
contributor to its work, but do not 
cafe to have it as a neighbor,” Dr. 
W. G. Cochran said. 

Johnson approved the site pur- 
chased near the Clark home, but when 
the neighbors and the Y.W.C.A., 
which manages the memorial home, 
objected to having the second insti- 
tution built there he took the view 
that another location should pe 
eought rather than foster antagonism. 

FOUR-MONTH SET-BACK, 

The elimination of the Loma drive 
site yesterday left the board of man- 
agers of the Crittenton home where 
they were last September, when 
they began a long search for a site 
on which to build the home for which 
Johnson had given $50,000. The 
board is now considering several other 
possible locations, all in residence dis- 
tricts. 

In case it is impossible te find a 


modern, fire-proof building may de 
bullt on the lot now by the 
Present home at No. 1632 Santee 
street. The size of the lot is 50x100 
feet and is on the corner. 

WHAT IT IS FOR. 

The important work of the Florence 
Crittenton Home is to open a way by 
which the erring, wayward or wnfor- 
tunate girl may retrieve her mistakes 
and return to her normal relation with 
society. It offers a refuge to the un- 
happy virl who has made a misstep 
and gives her proper care, practical 
sympathy and training for the duties 
of motherhood. 

Many girls and young women, dis- 
graced and disheartened by their 
first downward step, have been taken 
into the home, helped in a great hour 
‘of need when relatives and friends 
failed them, and finally sent back in- 
to the world with hope and courage. 

In the last year the home hea given 
refuge to ninety-five girls and cared 
for elighty-eight children. Positions 
were found for forty-two girls and 
thirty-three were returned to rela- 
tives or friends.

When the Sheriff's men returned last 
night they reported that none of the 
bouses are in danger, except from a 
possible break in the Downey dike, 
and that it was not found necessary 
to remove any of the families in the 
threatened buildings.

CLOUDBURST IN CANYON. 
A cloudburst in San Dimas Can- 
yon early yesterday morning sent a 
mighty torrent rushing toward Co- 
vina and Irvingdale, that swept 
everything in its path. The bridge at 
Verdugo avenue, near Covina, was 
destroyed and pounded to bits. 
When the ficod swept toward 
Irvingdale it made rivers of the 
streets and used the store buildings 
for conduits.

Water rushed in an irresistible tor- 
rent through the arroyo east of San 
Gabriel. A bridge wag torn out that 
will cost $4000 to replace, and a 
house was picked from its founda- 
tions and hurled into the arroyo. The 
south side of a conerete bridge on 
the Alhambra road was destroyed and 
a bridge at Las Tunas so badly dam- 
aged that it is impassable. 
The bridge on the San Gabriel 
boulevard is out of commission and 
the Broadway county bridge is gone. 
A bridge on the El Monte road is 
marooned with a fifty-foot wash on 
one approach and a ten-foot ravine 
on the other. These washouts were 
all on the arroyo east of San Ga- 
briel. 

Part of the San Gabriel Country 
Club was under water yesterday and 
many oratige trees were uprooted. 
One oak tree, twenty feet high, was 
torn up and sent hurtling down the 
street by the force of the water. 

Five inches of rain fell in five hours 
in San Antonio Canyon and the re- 
sulting torrent practically isolated 
Pomona. There was no train service 
in or out of Pomona yesterday, 
though the local electric lines main- 
tained their sérvice.

And he 
might prove to be less capable and more

The redeemér of Mexico must combine 
the thoroughness of Grant, the audacity of 
Paul Jones and the executive ability of 
Goethals.

From the 
prizes fighter right through to the golfer 
they are the most éxplanatory breed one 
ever encountered. The Wolgasts and Riv- 
erses can explain forever, and the darling 
golfer carries it over into the next world. 
If the golfer’s heaven does not contain a 
grillroom with facilities for perpetual ex- 
planation there won't be a single golf 
angel—not one. 

And when you come to the woman golf- 
er, one attains the ultimate perfection of 
explanation thrice explained.

The most explanatory person in the world 
is the facile lar. 


But the explanation habit has taken 
such a deep root in our civilization that 
it is really expected of us. Have you ever 
tried to just simply refuse an invitation 
without explaining why? It takes a most 
unusu:'! strength of mind to just say., 
“Thanks, but I can't come,” and the 
chances are you lose a friend for your 
pains. 

Yet why should von explain at length 
that you have another engagement. with 
whom and where? Especially when in 
reality you simply do not want to go and 
there isn't any other engagement, anyway. 
But modern etiquette demands that you 
explain glibly how very much you would 
like to accept that kind invitation if only 
you had not already promised. ; 

And even as you explain you recognize 
yourself for the cheap lar you are. 


Explanations are always undignified. The 
politician who explains is lost. Once the 
necessity for explanation arises one is 


acknowledged either guilty or inefficient. 

There are very few people who are great

Potts, who has 
waived extradition, sobbingly declared 
his intention to “look my accusers 
straight in the eye and tell them all 
to go to hell.“ 

BLAMES RELATIVES. 

The accused broker says his brother- 
in-law, William Robertson, a detective 
in Canyon City, and his mother-in-law 
are behind the move to send him to 
the gallows simply because they want 
to get possession of Edgar Frank 
Potts, the 88-year-old lad who lies sick 
at his father’s residence, No. 1416 
Calumet street. Potts declares they 
have pestered him with letters and 
notes to give up his boy since the 
death of hie wife, but he has stead- 
fastiy refused. He ridicules the talk 
of another woman and asserted be- 
tween sobs that the “death of my be- 
loved wife has grieved me so that I 
have not thought of any other wom- 
an.” Potts says he has not worked 
an hour since her sudden death, and 
that night after night he has tossed 
about in bed thinking of his “little 
sweetheart who has gone forever.” 
Mrs. Charles Baker, who has been em- 


ployed as Potts’s housekeeper since 


November 11, declared yesterday that 


“Mr. Potts never received a posta! or 


letter from any woman since I came 
here. It is an outrage and «a brutal 
blackmatling scheme. I have seen Mr. 
Potts pace the street from 2 o'clock 
until 6 o’clock In the morning stroking 
his forehead and moaning ‘My dear 
Lennie, come back to me.” 

Potts says he is willing to “go to 
Lennie” if the law says so. “I'm 
not afraid,” he said. “The morning 
I looked over and sew her lips black 
and eyes staring wide and felt her cold 
flesh next to mine I wanted to go to 
her. I don't care what they do with 
me. Tam innocent and God knows I 
am.” Potts then pulled a new Bible 
from his coat pocket and said: “This 
book will save me, won't it?” 

FATAL VISIT. 


Early in July Mr. and Mrs. Potts 
left Canyon City to visit her parents 
at Mt. Vernon Hot Springs. The 
early evening of July 13 Mrs. Potts 
passed with two school teachers, 
Miases Skinner and Daniels, and later 
went to the hotel, where she passed 
the night with her husband. 

About 7 o'clock the following 
morning Potts, according to reports 
from the North, announced to Mra. 
McGarvin that he had found his wife 
dead in bed and that he wanted her 
buried at once, Potts denies this.

With Cloudburst. 


Audience Appears in High 
Good Humor. 


“The Pigeon” Presented by 
Fine Company.

The Little Theater lifted its golden 
plush curtain for the first time last 
night to the tune of falling water if 
not to that of a waterfall. 

The music of the rain well-night

At least this much it left 
to the charity and the imagination of 
the audience since in this sumptuous 
little house those who flood the pretty 
chamber with melody are artistically 
concealed in a sort of vat where al!

~~ so happens that the acoustics 
have one imperfection. It is not fatal 
and can be easily remedied, but for 
the present the voices of the actors 
carry distinctly to all of the seats 
from the center of the house back, 
but fail the seats that are nearest 
the footlights. This can be helped 
to an extent by a realization of the 
actors that they must accommodate 
this peculiarity in the acoustics of 
the house.

The people were 
in high good humor with 
themselves. They were all acquainted, 
being of one mind and habit and full 
of congratulation on their foresight in 
having secured seats three months in 
advance. Indeed, had they everyone 
failed because of the iInclemency of 
the night, there was an eager waiting 
list of twice the number to take their 
coveted seats. 

The tearoom, in which both tea and 
coffee were served, was an enchant- 
ing feature, and one held in apprecia- 
tion and * to use. Some arrange- 
ment must be made for calling the 
curtain in abundant time, since not 
a few lingered over the cheer of the 
refreshments and conversation last 
night until the third act was well 
under Way. 

The company and not the play was 
the natural study of those with the 
luck to habe seats at this premiere 
performance, and it was no disap- 
pointment. It is good, through and 
through. 

John Galeworthy’'s “ThePigeon” was 
selected as the initial Hering, and, in

Barnum was better in his crea- 
tion than ever Galsworthy made the 
part in his writing; Winant was al! 
temperament and evanescence with 
eloquence in each lift of the hand 
and shrug of shoulder; Miss Wilson 
was the piteous and hopeless. child, 
who does not, cannot and never will 
understand.
